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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1 .821 (a)1 
and (a)2. However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1 .821 through 1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth below: 

On pages 19-59, nucleic acid sequences are cited without citing their 
corresponding SEQ ID NOs thus failing to comply with sequence rules as summarized 



2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
continuation data in the specification are incomplete. 

If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 20 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must 
include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the 
applications. This should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the 
title, preferably as a separate paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. 
The status of nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) 
should also be included. If a parent application has become a patent, the expression

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1 and 45-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Cook et al. (Patent #5,578,718). 

Cook et al. discloses nucleosides and linked nucleosides functionalized to 
include alkylthiol chemical functionality at ribofuranosyl positions, nucleosidic base 
positions, or on internucleoside linkages. In certain embodiments, the compounds of the 
invention further include steroids, reporter molecules, reporter enzymes, lipophilic 
molecules, peptides or proteins attached to the nucleosides through the alkylthio group. 

Cook et al. disclose oligonucleotides and oligonucleosides each comprising a 
plurality of linked nucleosides wherein at least one of the nucleosides bears at a 2-0- 
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position, a 3-O-position, a 5'-0-position, or amine functionality in the base portion, a 
steroid molecule, a enzyme, a protein, etc. (Col. 4, lines 8-54, col. 7-8). A method of 
determination of cellular uptake is described in example 22. 



5. Claim 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Buhr et al. 
(Patent #5,466,786). 

Buhr et al. disclose oligomers which have substituents on 2 , -position, wherein the 
substituents may be enzymes (col. 7, line 58). In column 9, lines 64-67, it is said that "it 
is understood that the oligonucleotide can be derivatized to a variety of moieties which 
includes intercalator, chelator, lipophilic groups, label,..."
